Paris, Nov. 80.—The Spaniards ar- 


rived first at the conference chamber. 
Tnc Americans quickly followed, ex- 
cept Judge Day and Secretary Moore, 
who waited for the prepared copy of 
articles and were an hour late. 
The 


joint commission then began the dis- 
cussion of* the formulated protocol 
agreements and subjects for negoti- 
ation, all of which were in a form ac- 
:eptable to the Americans. 


After two and one-half hours de- 


voted to the discussion ef the seces- 
sion cf Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the 


Philippines, upon which the commis- 
iioners agreed in principle, they ad 
ourned until tomprrow.

taking twenty minutes of the com- 
pany's time, and as often in addition 
as he or she may choose. 
The com- 


pany furnishes in the building bath- 
rooms with convenient appointments 
and an attendant in charge. 
The 


cleanliness of the buildings is looked 
after by a force of janitors in all parts 
of the factory, keeping the liling and 
foundry rooms 
remarkably 
clean. 


Flowers and plants are inside of the 
buildings as well as outside. 
Palms 


even adorn the machine shop. 
The 


men work nine'and one-half hours per 
day ^and receive ten hours' wages. 
The shortening cf hours has produced 
no diminution of product. 
A room is 


furnished for the five hundred bicycles 
and an attendant paid by the com- 
pany, whose work is to inflate the 
tires so the workmen may not he de- 
layed in going home. 
The solicitude 


shown for the female employes in re- 
gard to their moral, intellectual and 
physical welfare is that they work 
less than eight hours a day and re- 
ceive pay for ten hours. They begin 
fifteen minutes later than the men 


part being windows extending from and close fifteen 
minutes 
earlier. 


this is the model work room of the 
world, and its,.nowc,r and influence 
toward elevating the wage earner will 
go through eternity. What an object 
lesson for those in charge of the shoe 
factories of cur town! How such 
work wculd elevate our women and 
girls morally and intellectually. Who 
will be the one to take up such a 
grand work—clubs for tuo working 
girls? 
A deaconess is employed by 


the company, Miss Lena Harvey, a 
college graduate, who has charge' of 
the Sabbath school for South Park 
children (the part of the city where 
the factory is located). 
Under her 


direction are boys' and girls' literary 
clubs. 
In other words, it is a social 


settlement of which we are hearing 
so much in these days. Of this work 
Mr. Patterson says:" "If the work of 
this club were all that is done at the 
N. C. E. house, it would pay to kaep 
up the expenses of the house.

Cape Cod, through their reporting that 
it is the belief of the life savers on 
the outer side of the capo, south of 
Nauset 
light, that a Savannah line 


steamer had struck on Peaked Hill 
bars. Each member of the party saw 
bodies washed ashore at Nauset and 
the life savers claimed to have seen 
a board in the surf bearing the name 
."Gate City." 
The surf is full of ar- 


ticles from a vessel's general cargo. 


From Cape Cod the most terrible ac- 


counts of ruin and death are coming, 
and of these the loss of the steamer 
Portland, with all on board, nearly 100 
souls, over-shadows all. The grave 
yard of the coast, the treacherous bars 
and rips on the outside of Cape cod 
have claimed victims without number. 
Miles and miles of coast line are piled 
high with wreckage, most of which is 
ground to fine by the waves that iden- 
tification of hapless craft is hopeless. 


If the fury of the wind was as great 


on the blealc sand hills whic.i make 
up the cape, it will be many hours be- 
fore all places are heard from. 
Tele- 


graph wires are down and railroads 
cannot break out the snow drifts, and 
this feature is 
distressing, as much 


suffering from cokl and hunger must 
ensue among the poorer people in tho 
nearby hamlets. 
The only means of 


reaching Cape Cod is by steamer across 
Massachusetts bay, a disagreeable voy- 
age, as the sea is yet boisterous. Word 
from Provincetown tells of nearly 30 
total wrecks with 
the 
number of 


lives lost unknown. 


Aloug Vineyard sound matters are 


improving slightly so far as means of 
communication is concerned. The best 
summing up of the disasters in that 
section is made by Captain Hard, jr., 
of me revenue cutter Dexter, who has 
cruised along shore all day. 1-ie says 
that in Vineyard-haven hulls are piled 
upon shore and those vessels which 
are afloat seem mere shells. The Dex- 
ter reports possible additions to tho 
wreck list, in two schooners sunk off 
Menemsha lig... and two bis ones sunk 
abreast of Prcsciuc Isle. 
The fate of 


their crews is unknown. Three wreck- 
ing steamers arc around the Fairfax 
ashore on Sow and Pigs reef. 


Sfory Corroburnted.

Dr. Maurice Richardson of this city 


was at his summer home at Wellfleet 
during the storm and corroborates the 
early accounts of the loss of the Port- 
land, for he saw two of the- bodies 
washed ashore and on them were life 
preservers marked with the vessel's 
name. Dr. Richardson was on the first 
train from Ciipe Cod which arrived in 
this city. 


"f saw two of tho bodies picked up," 


said Dr. Richardson. "One was prob- 
ably that of a deckhand, a man of 
about 20. He had on a. life preserver 
marked 'Portland.' 
The other body 


was that of a stout woman. She, too, 
wore a life belt with the steamer's 
name on it. 
Wreckage 
is 
coming 


ashore for 15 miles along the coast. 
I picked up three piano keys and a 
piano cage ashore, but of course I do 
not know that it was from the Port- 
land. 
Among 
the 
wreckage was a 


large quantity of furniture upholstered 
in red plush. 


"I was 15 miles south of Highhead. 


Thero is nothing in 
the fact that 


wreckage was found so far south to 
contradict the report that it was at 
Highhead, that the Portland struck, 
for the current runs south along the 
shore. 
I heard one theory advanced 


that the Portland had foundered far 
to the north, somewhere near Cape 
Anna, and that all the wreckage and 
bodies had drifted across the bay to 
Cape Cod."
